Making the Highway* Safe. 


The great majority of automobile owners and drivers are 


careful'enough, having a diie regard for their own safety and 
•lhat of the oilier, people who .have an equal right with them- 
selves on the public highways., But a few out of every 
hun- 


dred arc grossly selfish and careles's, and,use the roads as if 
these had been made for (heir own private use. There are 
now'more than -10,000. cars'in the 'Common wealth,' aifd' this' 
means that the number of reckless driycrsls in the aggregate 
very large. How to curb these men has become a problem, 
not only for the people who do not ride, but for the majority 
of those who do. For Ihe recklessness of Ihe minority leads to 
widespread resentment against the majority. 


The number of accidents in recent years is impressive. In 


1909 
there were 1130 accidents; in 1912, there were a^MI, of 


which 142 were fatal. This year the number of fatalities will 
be larger than last, and the most of them arc of Ihe kind that 
might have been avoided, There is much reason,' therefore, 
for action by Ihe slate, looking to Ihe doing away of this waste 
of human life, this killing of sonic and maiming of others. 


To be commended, therefore; is the campaign of Ihe high- 


way league of Boslon against the njcn who run at an exces- 
sive speed and against the joy riders who do their evil work 
in the middle of the night. 
If argument would reach these 


men, 
the evil would have been abolished long ago. But rea- 


son is not enough. The only argument thai really appeals to 
them is force. A small line docs no good, A prison sentence 
of reasonable duration, and Ihe barring of a man from having 
any cars registered in the stale for a period of years, are the 
methods to pursue. The situation has passed the stage of a 
joke. The menace lo people's liv,es up the .highways of the 
state demands drastic action.—l.yim News,
